TOKIO, Nov. 1.—Imperial headquarters 
to-night published a series of reports cov- 
ering the operations against Port Arthur 
during the months of August, September, 
and October. The chief interest centres in 
the tremendous attack which was begun on 
Oct, 26 and is still continuing. 

Hundreds of Japanese guns began batter- 
ing against the northerly and easterly forts

RUSSIANS NOW ADMIT ERROR. 


Officers Say They Fired on Their Own 
Ships in the North Sea. 


ST) PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Nov. 2. 
~From a reliable source it is learned that 
the circumstances of the tiring in the North 
Sea on Oct. 21 as detailed by Russian offi- 
cers closely resemble the facts rer ported by 
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battleships west, the latter getting amon# 
the fishing fleet and opening fire. 

When the battleships were nearly clear of 
the fishing craft some Russian shells flew 
over the trawlers and struck cruisers, 
one of which, the Aurora, was hit several! 
times. Some of her men were wounded, in- 
cluding a priest, who died. 

The transport Anatol apparently became 
entangled among the trawlers. She mistook 
them for torpedo boats and signalled for 
aid, thereby leading the officers of the 
battleships to believe the trawlers were at- 
tacking the Anatol. This, coupled with the 
appearance of two mysterious torpedo 
boats steaming toward the flagship, re- 
sulted in the fatal cannonade. 

The Government has appointed Admiral 
Kaznakoff, a member of the Admiralty 
Council, as one of the International Com- 
mission on the North Sea affair. The name 
of the second Commissioner has not yet 
been announced. 

An officer from each of the four Russian 
warships which participated in the firing 
in the North Sea has been detained to ap- 
pear before the International Commission, 
These officers are expected here in two 
days. 

The news of the departure of Vice Ad- 
miral Rojestvensky and his ships from Vigo 
has considerably relieved the tension here. 
The great mass of Russians are quite as 
suspicious of Great Britain's motives as 
Britons are of Russia’s purposes, and there 
has been considerable apprehension here 
that Great Britain might use the trawler 
incident as a pretext for detaining the 
Baltic squadron. This apprehension is now 
largely allayed, though fears are expressed 
in some quarters that there may be further 
complications before the fleet gets through 
the Suez Canal or around the Cape of Good 
Hope. 


BIG ARMIES STILL INACTIVE. 


Neither Side Apparently Willing to As- 
sume the Offensive. 


- ST. PETERSBURG, Wednesday, Nov. 2. 
—The expectation of serious developments 
at the theatre of war has again failed of 
realization. Yesterday's official dispatches 
record nothing more serious than the usual 
skirmishes. 

The strategists at the War Office are gen- 
erally inclined to believe that the expected 
great battle will be deferred and possibly 
may not occur this year, though the Japa- 
nese may make a desperate effort to flank 
Gen. Kuropatkin and compe2i him to sur- 
render Mukden. 

If Gen. Kuropatkin is convinced that the 
Japanese are now numerically superior he 
may decide to draw off, as it would obvi- 
ously be unprofitable to risk a general en- 
gagement until the vast armies to be placed 

under his command can reach Manchuria. 

Whatever happens, however, it is not 
likely that the Japanese can take Kuropat- 
kin unawares. Repeated reconnoisances 
beyond the Japanese lines betray. their 
strength and the purposes of Field Marshal 
Oyama's movements, If the Japanese really 
intend to advance it is likely that. they 
will do so immediately. 

MUKDEN, Novy. 1.—The situation is 
rather puzzling. Neither side apparently 
is willing to assume a genuine offensive, al- 
though the Japanese are showing greater 
activity. They are fortifying themselves, 
however, as if they intended to Winter in 
their present positions. 

The weather is fine and crisp. The curl- 
ing smoke of campfires is everywhere to 
be seen.

AIRSHIP ARROW IW FLIES AGAIN. 


Baldwin Meskine Travels Over World's ; 


Fair Against Three-Mile Breeze. 


LOUIS, Nov. 1.--A second successful 
flight of the Baldwin airship was made at 
the World’s Fair to-day under the guid- 
ance of A. R. Knabenshue of Toledo, Ohio, 
who manoeuvred the California Arrow 
apparently at will, high above the western 
portion of the exposition grounds and de- 
scended in the stadium, adjoining the aerial 
concourse, amid cheering thousands, after 
a flight of thirty-six minutes. 

IKXnabenshue weht up to an altitude of 
about 1,600 feet, and, after directing the 
course of his aerial vessel in every direc- 
tion, descended on the exact spot upon 
which he had decided to land. Satisfied 
with the demonstrations of the airship over 
these two trials, Mr. 
Baldwin announced at the conclusion of 
the filght that Knabenshue would to-mor- 
row undertake a fiftecn-mile flight over a 
designated course, the choice of the course 
to be left to newspaper men, and the flight 
to be made regardless of wind conditions. 

A light breeze of probably three miles an 
hour was blowing from the southwest 
when the Arrow was brought out of the 
aerodrome to-day. After it had risen Kna- 
benshue performed a series of manoeuvres, 
shooting in one direction for a short dis- 
tance and then turning quickly and shoot-

Dr. Gibney contradicted the state- 
ments made by the detectives, saying that 
Miss Warren was much excited when the 
detectives and the Coroner questioned her. 

The physician said he had been acquainted 
with Miss Dolbeer for two years, and al- 


ways considered her sane. He and a friend, 
he said, had taken Miss Dolbeer and Miss 
Warren to dinner and to the theatre, but 
this was before she went to Europe. He 
said he had often telephoned and written to 
her. He did not know that she had re- 
turned from Europe until he saw her dead 
at the Waldorf.

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2,000 DEPUTY SHERIFFS 
TO OFFSET MORGAN’S MEN 


Tammany Asks Erlanger to Name 
Election Day Force. 


FEARS NEGRO COLONIZATION 


Law Committee Requests Morgan to 
Serve Any Warrants for Registered 
Voters Before Election. 


When Tammany’s Executive and Law 
Committees met in joint session at Tam- 
many Hall yesterday afternoon reports 
were received from many of the district 
leaders to the effect that they had discov- 
ered a general plan of negro colonization 
throughout the city. The subject was gone 
over in detail at the executive session, and 
when the ijieaders announced they readily 
could furnish the names of many negroes 
who had been brought from other cities 
and registered here illegally, it was deter- 
mined by the meeting to send these names 
to Police Commissioner McAdoo and also 
to Superintendent Morgan of the State Bu- 
reau of Elections. 

By resolution of the meeting Sheriff Er- 
langer was called upon to appoint a force 
of 2,000 Deputy Sheriffs for service at the 
polling places on Election Day in order to 
“check the intimidation tactics of Super- 
intendent Morgan and prevent Governor- 
Chairman Odell from frightening thousands 
of voters from the polls.’’ The resolution 
calling; on Sheriff Erlanger to make these 
appointments was adopted without a Gis- 
senting voice, and the whole question of 
protecting legal voters on Election Day 
was referred to the Law Corhmittee, of 
which Charles H. Knox is Chairman. 

At the suggestion of Charles F. Murphy 
the meeting also adopted a resolution of- 
fered by Senator Martin committing the 
candidates of the organization for the Sen- 
ate and Assembly to a policy opposed to 
interference with the protection given by 
the law to the tenure of members of the 
Police and Fire Departments. The resolu- 
tion stated that Tammany Hall could be 
relied upon to oppose any attempts to 
change existing law so that review by the 
courts, in the case of dismissals from the 
departments, would be denied to the ag- 
grieved parties. Of the, resolution Mr. 
Murphy said that it had heartiest 
support, as he was emphatic in his belief 
that no man should be denied the right of 
appeal, no matter who desired to take this 
right from him. 

Following this, on the motion of Borough 
President Ahearn, leader of the Fourth 
District, a committee, consisting of Mr. 
Ahearn, Timothy P. Sullivan, and James J. 
Martin, was named to wait on Superintend- 
ent Morgan and inquire of him whether or 
not it is his purpose to challenge voters on 
election day, as he did on the days of regis- 
tration. 

Following this, an address to voters was 
prepared and issued, congratulating the 
voters of New York County on the assured 
victory of the Democratic State and Na- 
tional tickets and attacking the work of 
Governor-Chairman Odell in the Elections 
Bureau of Superintendent Morgan. The 
address states that the Republican hope 
of victory here rests solely on wholesale 
intumidation, general corruption, and colo- 
nization. All legal voters who may be in- 
terfered with on election day are invited 
to notify at once the representative of 
Tammany Hall at the polling place. : 

After the meeting, Mr. Knox, as Chair- 
man of the Law Committee, made public 
the text of a letter which he said he had 
forwarded to Superintendent Morgan, call- 
ing Mr. Morgan’s attention to the fact that 
the law creating his office requires that 
the Superintendent assign an equal num- 
ber of deputies from each party to polling 
places, and that, therefore, he must assign 
as many Democratic deputies as Repub- 
lican deputies. He also shows that depu- 
ties-at-large appointed under Section 5 are 
not entitled to visit polling placeg on elec- 
tion day. Mr. Knox demands that a record 
of all assignments to polling places be kept, 
and also that each deputy assigned be pro- 
vided with a credential to show whether 
he is an assigned deputy to a polling place 
or whether he is one of the 200 deputies-at-

may. 

**In case you have warrants for the arrest 
of registered voters,”’ writes Mr. Knox, “I 
request in behalf of the Democratic or- 
ganizition of the City of New York that 
these wWatirants be executed before election 
day so that the facts in each case may be 
judicially determined before the election, 
which is not only the fair thing to the 
voter, but which will prevent excitement 
at the polls. I also request that you instruct 
your deputies that under the law, in the 
decision of the People vs, Hochstim, no 
registered voter can be arrested on election 
day unti] he has had opportunity to swear 
in his vote.”

CORTELYOU DEFENDED 
BY LODGE AT NEWARK 


“With Knowledge of Facts and 
President,” He Declares. 





NO PLEDGE MADE, HE SAYS 


Calls Parker’s Attack Cry of Man Beaten 
in Fair Fight—Ridicule for Gar- 
den Speech. 


Special to The New York Times. 

NEWARK, N. J., Nov. 1.—United States 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge addressed a 
large Republican gathering in Krueger Au- 
ditorium here to-night. He replied to the 
attacks of Judge Parker and the members 
of the Democratic Party on President 
Roosevelt and Chairman Cortelyou of the 
Republican National Committee. Mr. Lodge 
was introduced by Gov. Murphy. The Sen- 
ator’s address was largely a reply to Jugge 
Parker’s Madison Square Garden speech of 
last night. 

He declared that Mr. Roosevelt would be 
elected and would enter upon another term 
unpledged and unbound to any man or any 
group of men. In part he said: 

“The speech made last night by Judge 
Parker at Madison Square Garden in the 
midst of red fire and well-drilled applause 
from the Tammany crowd you will find 
consists chiefly of saying in fair weather 
that the sky is blue, the grass is green, 
that it is good to be good and bad to be 
bad, and that virtue is better than vice. 

‘In the midst of these startling additions 
to human knowledge is an attack on the 
Chairman of the National Republican Com- 
mittee. It is a repetition by a candidate 
for the Presidency of a slanderous accusa- 
tion made by a New York newspaper, un- 
supported, though challenged repeatedly, 
by a single item of proof. 

“Speaking of an abundant knowledge of 
the facts and of the Chairman of the Na- 
tional Republican Committee and the Pres- 
ident, I have no hesitation in saying that 
no baser or more slanderous charge was 
ever made, even in the exigencies of a 
desperate and losing campaign. If the ac- 
cusation was not so unworthy it would be 
ludicrous, “coming, as it does, from a man 
who numbers among his most intimate 
friends and counselors such well-known 
foes of the trusts as Mr. McCarren, Mr. 
Cord Meyer, and Mr. August Belmont. 

“Theodore Roosevelt will go into the 
Presidency again on the 4th of March as 
he entered upon his present term without 
an obligation of ‘any kind or a promise of 
any sort to any man or any corporation for 
services rendered or money contributed to 
this campaign. No such pledges and no 
such promises could bind him, and no such 
preaioes and no such pledges have ever 

een made by Mr. Cortelyou. 

“No cleaner man exists and no more 
straightforward campaign has ever been 
carried on in this country than that carried 
on under the leadership of Mr. Cortelyou. 
It is enough to have these unfounded and 
unproved accusations repeated in party 
newspapers, but what shall be said of a 
candidate for the Presidency who deseends 
to personal attacks of this kind? I say 
it is the cry of a man beaten in a fair fight 
who cannot take his defeat in a manly way. 
Judge Parker, in fact, has been more than 
ludicrous in his agony of mind over the cor- 
ruption which he thinks Republicans are 
practicing.”’

It is a pretty 
big thing to do even this much in a field 
that for unnumbered centuries has lured 
intrepid experimenters to destruction. When 
a little breeze sprang up, however, the 
graceful evolutions of the Arrow changed 
into @ somewhat desperate effort to get 
| back to the starting point. The dispatches 
speak of “‘ beating” against the wind, but 
| that is a most misleading term, for the 
| Zigzag course of the Arrow was not at all 
like the “ beating” of a ship in the water 
and pushing against a relatively motionless 
medium. The velocity of the wind remained 
less than eight miles an hour, and that, to 
ordinary observers, differs little from a 
calm. The Arrow, very skillfully manipu- 
lated, fought the breeze successfully and 
returned close to its starting point, but, 
obviously, the strain upon its strength was 
severe, and the fact that nothing gave way 
before the descent was unquestionably a 
piece of luck that in “the present state of 
the art” cannot be frequently expected. 
We are still unconvinced that this is or 
| will be aerial navigation. It will, however, 
help toward the attainment of the real 
thing by teaching its practitioners to use 
themselves as shifting ballast and to meet 
the emergencies created by ever-shifting 
currents of air. 


——That most dreadful malady, insomnia, 
is receiving a lot of attention from The 
New York Medical Journal. Most of the 
contributors to the discussion debate the 
relative efficiency and danger of various 
drugs, and, concerning these, of course, the 
less that is known by the laity the better, 
| but other devices for obtaining needed sleep 

are debated—devices which, if of rather 
dubious and uncertain value, at least do not 
risk the exchange of a great evil for a 
greater. The old suggestion that the sleep- 
less one close his eyes and count imagi- 
nary sheep leaping one after another over 
an imaginary wall receives serious atten- 
tion, but The Journal expresses the opinion 
that this is wearisome and ineffectual, be- 
cause too mechanical. The idea, however, 
it holds good, and it declares that varia- 
tions of it often produce the desired result, 
especially if so modified night after night 
as to preserve sufficient novelty to afford 
the mind a pleasant and not too taxing oc- 
cupation. “ For example,” it says, “let the 
victim of insomnia select some naturally re- 
lated series of names, such as those of 
quadrupeds. Let him try to think of the 
name of a four-footed animal beginning 
with a, then one beginning with b, and so 
on through the alphabet. Having succeed- 
ed in thinking of all the names in such a 
series—or nearly all of them, ‘giving up' if 
need be those that call for the unusual] let- 
ters as their Initials—let him, if he is still 
wakeful, pass to names of trees, flowers, 
cities, rivers, men of renown, precious 
stones, and various other series that will 
readily suggest themselves, This is far 


more efficacious than mere counting, be- 
sides being really agreeable.” The secret 
of success in these endeavors, according to 
The Journal, is for the experimenter to 
abandon the idea that he must go to sleep 
and to replace it with a mild interest in 
the game he is playing. If he resolves to 
keep awake until he completes the lists un- 
dertaken he will usually go to sleep before 
he does it. The pleasing conclusion of the 
article is that the intelligent sufferer from 
insomnia has at his comnfand resources of 
this kind that in most cases will suffice to 
secure sleep.

Chinese Woman’s Foot.

M. Duval, a pharmacien of French colonia! 
troops, has succeeded in taking radiographs of 
the deformed foot of a Chinese woman, a very 
difficwlt thing to do, as it is considered most im- 
proper for a woman te expose her foot. A Cath- 
olic servant of the hospital at Tien-Tsin, Pe- 
chill, at the request of the Sister Superior, al- 
lowed him to take the radiographs. In Burope 
a woman considers that she has a small foot 
when it is 22 to 23 centimeters from toe to heel, 
but in China 18 centimeters among the elegant 
and 17 or 18 among the workng classes is the 
figure. The deformation begins at three and only 
terminates at sixteen or eighteen years of age. 
The process is painful, the foot being bandaged 
s0 as to press the toes under the sole of the foot. 
The radiographs show that besides the bending 
of the toe bones under the sole, the bones of the 
foot are less thick than tn the normal foot. Only 
about two-thirds of the women of China undergo 
this deformation, which has to be maintained by 
a bandage after it is done, and causes a pecu- 
liar gait.

DENIES TRANSFER TAX REFUND. 
Court of Appeals Decision Written in 


the Hoople Estate Case. 


The Court of Appeals at Albany has just 
handed down a decision in the matter of 
the transfer tax on the estate of William 
H. Hoople, who died in 1895. 

Included in the estate was $66,000 in 
United States Government bonds, on which 
had been paid $660, the regular tax of 1 
per cent. Soon afterward the Court of 
Appeals decided that Government bonds 
were not appraisable, tut it was not until 
October of last year that the executors ap- 
plied to the State Contrel'er fer a refund 
of the tax paid on the Hoople bonds, and 
the order which was made by the Surro- 

| gate was affirmed by the Appellate Divi- 
sion. 

In the meantime the law governing such 
refunds has been changed twice, in 1897 
and in 1900, limiting the time in which or- 
| ders can be modified and applications for 
| refunds made. Jabish Holmes, Jr., of the 
| law firm of Dixon & Holmes of 82 Liberty 
; Street, argued for the State Controller 
| against the Hoople refund, and the Court 

of Appeals has decided for the State Con-

It would have been said that the 
torpedo vessels came all the way from 
Japan to do the job, having taken an un- 
frequented ocean route so as not to reveal 
themselves—and who would there be to dis- 
prove it? Now that the plot failed the 
cloud of mystery that envelops it will be 
too much even for The Hague Court to dis- 
pel, and theories will have their day, ac- 
cording to national color, sympathies, or 
prejudices—the most absurd appearing to 
those whom it pleases more true than such 
as have more substantial foundation.

NATIONAL STRENGTH IS 
THANKSGIVING DAY TEXT 


Roosevelt’s Proclamation Deals 
with the Mission of the Country. 


|PROSPERITY ALSO A THEME 


|“ Reward Has Waited Unan Honest Ef- 
fort,” Says the Preridant—Appeal 
to Maintain High Average 
of Citizenship. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—The President 
| to-day issued the Thanksgiving Day proc- 
lamation, setting aside Thursday, Nov. 24, 
| “*to be observed as a day of festival and 
thanksgiving by all the people of the United 
States, at home and abroad.” The procla- 
mation follows: 

“It has pleased Almighty God to bring 
the American people in safety and honor 
through another year, and, in accordance 
with the long unbroken custom handed 
down to us by our forefathers, the time has 
come when a special day shall be set apart 
in which to thank Him who holds all na- 
tions in the hollow of His hand for the 
mercies thus vouchsafed to us. 

‘“‘During the century and a quarter of 
our National life, we, as a people, have 
been blessed beyond all others, and for this 
we owe humble and heartfelt thanks to the 
Author of all blessings. The year that has 
closed has been one of peace within our 
own borders as well as between us and all 
other nations. The harvests have been 
abundant, and those who work, whether 
with hand or brain, are prospering greatly. 
Reward has waited upon honest effort. We 
have been enabled to do our duty to our- 
selves and to others. 

‘““ Never has there been a time when re- 
ligious and charitable effort has been more 
evident. Much has been given to us and 
much will be expected from us. We speak 
of what has been done by this Nation in 
no spirit of boastfulness or vainglory, but 
with full and reverent realization that our 
strength is as nothing unless we are helped 
from above, Hitherto we have been given 


| the heart and the strength to do the tasks 


allotted to us as they severally arose. We 
are thankful for all that has been done for 
us in the past, and we pray that in the fut- 
ure we may be strengthened in the unend- 
ing struggle to do our duty fearlessly and 
honestly, with charity and good will, with 
respect for ourselves ang love toward our 
fellow-men, 

“In this great Republic, the effort to 
combine National strength with personal 
freedom is being tried on a scale more 
gigantic than ever before in the world’s 
history. Our success will mean much, not 
only for ourselves, but for the future of all 
mankind, and every man or woman in our 
land should feel the grave responsibility 
resting upon him or her, for in the last 
analysis this success must depend upon 
the high average of our individual citizen- 
ship, upon the way in which .each of us 
does his duty by himself and his neighbor. 

‘Now, therefore, I, Theodore Roosevelt, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
appoint and set apart Thursday, the 
241 of this November, to be ob- 
served as a day of festival and thanksgiv- 
ing by all the people of the United States, 
at home or abroad, and do recommend that 
on that day they cease from their ordinary 
occupations and gather in their several 
places of worship or in their homes, de- 
voutly to give thanks unto Almighty God 
for the benefits he has conferred upon us 
as individuals and as a Nation, and to be- 
seech Him that in the future His divine 
favor may be continued to us. 

‘“*In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

*“Done at _the City of Washington this 
ist day of November, in the year of our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and four, 
and of the independence of the United 
States the one hundred and twenty-ninth.

TREATY WITH FRANCE SIGNED. 


Drawn on the Lines of the Anglo-French 
Arbitration Convention. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Secretary Hay 
and Ambassador Jusserand to-day signed 
a treaty providing for the settlement by 
arbitration of any possible disputes be- 
tween the United States and France. 

The only persons present when the seals 
were affixed were Secretary Hay, Ambas- 
sador Jusserand, John T. Coughlin, Acting 
Chief of the Diplomatic Bureau, and Sec- 
retary Hay’s messenger, Edward Savoy. 

Out of deference to the United States Sen- 
ate, to which this treaty will be submitted 
when it assembles in December, the State 
Department is not able to make’ public its 
text. However, it is very much like the 
treaty which was negotiated Oct. 14, 1903, 
by Lord Lansdowne for England and Am- 
bassador Cambon for France. The impor- 
tant clauses of that convention may there- 
fore be recalled to indicate the character 
of the treaty concluded to-day. 

The protocol sets forth that in considera- 
tion of the fact that Article XIX. of The 
Hague Convention reserves to the contract- 


ing parties the right to conclude arrange- 
ments with a view to the arbitration of 
questions which they may consider possible 
to submit to such settlement, the signa- 
tories have concluded an agreement that: 

Article I.—Differences which may arise of a 
legal nature or relating to the Interpretation of 
treaties existing between the two contracting par- 
ties, and which it may not have been possible to 
settle by diplomacy, shal! be referred to the Per- 
manent Court of Arbitration established at The 
Hague by the convention of the 29th of July, 
1899, provided nevertheless that they do not affect 
the vital interests, the independence, or the honor 
of the two contracting States and do not concern 
the interests of third parties. . 

Article IIl.—In each individual case the high 
contracting parties, before appealing to the Per- 
manent Court of Arbitration, shall conclude a 
special arrangement defining elearly the matter 
in dispute, the scope of the power of the arbi- 
trators, and the period to be fixed for the forma- 
tion of the arbitral tribuna] and the several 
stages of the proceedings. 

Article III.—The present agreement is concluded 
for a period of five years from the day of signa- 
ture of this treaty, 3 

It is the cqiniep of the officialS here that 
this convention does not in any way threat- - 
en the predominance in this hemisphere of 
the Monroe doctrine. 


PARIS, Nov. 1.—The news of the signing 
of the arbitration treaty between France 
and the United States in Washington to- 
day is received here with the warmest ex- 


pressions of approval by press and people, 
and particularly in Government circles, 
where the treaty is regarded not only as 
a strong bond between the two republics, 
but also as another notable achievement of 
Foreign Minister Delcassé, whose recent 
pacific influences in the Anglo-Russiah 
crisis have emphasized the benefit resultin 
from the various ententes he has succeed 
in establishing.

Officials to Have Main Line Run- 
ning Well First. 


DELAY IN MORNING TRAFFIC 


Fuse Burns Out in Express at Ninety- 
sixth Street—Engineer Parsons Ex- 
plains the “ Subway Smell.” 


In order to be sure of having the main 
‘ine in good running shape, the Subway 
officials have determined not to open the 
east side branch up to One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Street and Lenox Avenue until 
Nov. 10. Previous to the opening of the 
main line it had been thought that the 
easterly section would be in operation on 
Nov. 3. 


There was a bad tie-up of the Subway 
trains @uring rush hours yesterday morning 
because a motor fuse burned out south of 
Ninety-sixth Street and left an express 
train stalled for thirty minutes. Several 
minor delays came before the day was over. 
With these exceptions the tunnel schedules 
were maintained pretty nearly up to the 
mark, express time from Ninety-sixth 
Street to the Brooklyn Bridge being reduced 
to fifteen minutes, within a half minute of 
the ideal fixed, while local time from One 
Hundred and Thirty-seventh Street to City 
Hall was about forty minutes, or four 
minutes too slow. 

The early tie-up was caused by the very 
train that had been specially prepared to 
‘avoid such an occurrence. It was called a 
“gap train’’ and had been side-tracked 
above Ninety-sixth Street for the purpose 
of filling in any gap that might occur 
through delays in the regulars. Another 
train had been made ready on the Park 
Row switches below the Brooklyn Bridge. 

Just before 9 o'clock a short delay at 
the northern terminal switches caused the 
upper “ gap train ’’ to be pressed into seryv- 
ice. It was filled quickly at the Ninety- 
sixth Street station, but hardly was well 
under way down town when the fuse 
burned out in the front car. This car, as 
well as every »ther one in the train, was 
new from the shops, not having been in- 
spected or operated since it was placed 
on the tracks. The fuse went wrong above 
Seventy-second Street. Within twenty min- 
utes five other expresses were stalled be- 
hind, and the express track was out of 
commission back to Ninety-sixth Street. 

Other expresses which had come along 
the local tracks to that point, all running 
on the four minute nweadway, could not be 
Switched to the express tracks. There was 
@ wait then, for the locals kept back on 
their tracks, but when it was found that 
the disabled train at Seventy-second Street 
could not be gotten out the way in a 
hurry, the Division Superintendent decided 
to send the expresses down tawn on the 
loeal tracks, letting them stop only at ex- 
press stations. The added burden caused 
everything to go slow on the local tracks, 
which remained in bad shape until the ex- 
press line was cleared half an hour later. 

After the noon hour good time was made 
again on al! the tracks, but toward cvening 
there was a :ittle trouble. The express 
train that left One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth Street at 4:30 burned out a fuse in one 
of ts intermediate cars when half way 
down town, and the passengers showed 
some alarm as the smell from the injured 
motor permeated the tunnel. The delay was 
Only six minutes for the train, and not that 
long for the rest of the line, as some of 
the lost time was made up by an extra 
fast run the rest of the way. After that 
overhang went smoothly, even during the 
night rush. 

Chief Engineer William Barclay Parsons 
of the Commission was asked if there were 
any way to get rid of the tunnel oder. 

“ The odor js one that is inseparable from 
a work 23f this sort,’’ he replied. ‘ It is the 
Same oder which you will notice in a ma- 
chine shop, and is caused by oil and ma- 
chinery plus the heat of the motors. In this 
Subway, however, it is much less noticeable 
than in the Boston underground road, for 
the reason that the cars move more rapidly, 
creating draughts and drawing fresh air 
inte the tunnel at the many stations and 
at other openings provided to help venti- 
lation.” ; : 

Work proceeded on the unfinished sta- 
tiows yesterday, and it was announced that 
all of them up to One Hundred and Forty- 
fifth Street wouid be completed within a 
fortnight. except the elevated station at 
Manhattan Street. This one is all right, 
except that @ makeshift winding stairway 
of devious directions and wearying length 
takes the piace of the escalator now being 
installed. The escalator will be in opera- 
tion in about two months. 

The Subway company stopped giving out 
traffic figures yesterday. 


PARSONS ON THE SUBWAY. 


Commission's Chief Engineer Talks to 
City College Students. 


At the invitation of President John H. 
Finley of the College of the City of New 
York, Chief Engineer William Barclay Par- 
s0ms spoke at a special “subway meeting” 
in the college chapel yesterday morning. 
About 700 of the students were present. 

. Mr. Parsons said he thought he was en- 
titled to a rest now that he had been urg- 
ing and defending the Subway through the 
years of plans and building, for at last it 
needed no further defense. It had proved 
itself up to the mark so far as it had gone, 
and the public must decide after a fair trial 
what were its engineering faults or virtues. 
He prophesied that it would cause new 
commercial and residential centres to grow 
up quickly in the city, especially helping 
the Outiying districts through aiding people 
to reach far-off homes by the express 
trains. The location of the new buildings 
of the City College, he pointed out, was 
one of the sections greatly to be benefited. 

“The Subway,’ he continued, “ will make 
it possible for more people to labor and 
work in New York, and to make it bigger, 
but not of necessity greater.”

After his speech Mr. Parsons was 
asked when the rest of the Subway would 
be opened, but he declined to prophesy, an- 
ewering with the one word, “ Strikes.”

“PARSIFAL” WITH NEW PLAYERS 


Work of Second Cast Hardly Inferior 
to the First’s. 


‘‘Parsifal"” was repeated at the New 
York Theatre last evening by Mr. H. W. 
Savage’s English company, but with a 
change in all the principal characters. This 
second cast gives a performance only a lit- 
tle inferior, on the whole, to that presented 
on Monday evening. The singers are not, 
on the whole, quite so competent; yet they 
haye certain elements of superiority. For 
instance, Mr. Francis Maclennan, who takes 
the part of Parsifal, with a voice of strik- 
ing purity and power, has the advantage of 
native English speech, though it is perhaps 
more than counterbalanced by an evident 
lack of stage cxperience, and certain man- 
nerisms arising, no doubt, from this inex- 
perience, from whick he should easily be 
able to free himself. His stage presence is 
not of the most fortunate; but it is clear 
that he is a young man of promise. 

Miss Hanna Mara’s Kundry is an attrac- 
tive figure in the second act, but she has 
scarcely the force or the variety and readi- 
ness of resource to Indicate all that Kundry 
should be, as in her wildness in the first 
act, the dangerous allurement of her 
temptations in the magic garden. Nor is 
her voice of a power to meet all the de- 
mands that that scene makes upon it with- 
out forcing. 

Mr. Franz Egenieff's Amfortas is excel- 
jent, little inferior to his predecessor in 
the part, and alive to many of its possi- 
bilities. His English, too, is good and well 
enunciated. Gurnemanz takes on a more 
prosaic and every-day air in the hands of 
Mr. Ottley Cranston; he, too, devotes spe- 
cial attention to distinctness of utterance. 
Klingsor is not fortunate in this production, 
and Mr. J. Parker Coombs is less satis- 
factory in the part than Mr. Lind. Mr. 
Moritz Grimm conducted with skill, but 
with less finesse than his predecessor at 
the conductor's stand. 

Mr. Savage announces that to-morrow he 
will begin to make his ‘ Parsifal’’ per- 
formances ‘‘conform more completely to 
the conditions of American life,’’ by begin- 
ning them at 7:15 o'clock, reducing the in- 
termission between the first and second 
acts by an_ hour, and bringing the end at 
11:35 o’clock. The Wednesday and Satur- 
day matinées will begin at 11 o'clock, with 
an hour's intermission between the first and 
second acts. 


MR. SCHROEDER’S RECITAL. 


German ‘Singer Welcomed on His First 
Appearance in This Country. 


Mr. Hans Schroeder is a German baritone 
who comes to this country without impres- 
sive preliminary announcement. At his 
song recital, given yesterday afternoon in 
Mendelssohn Hall, he showed that he was 
a singer of songs singularly endowed with 
some of the subtlest and most charming 
qualifications in that art. Among them, it 
must be confessed, is not to be reckoned a 
voice of great beauty or of impeccable pro- 
duction; but Mr. Schroeder’s skill and his 
rich gifts of imagination, deep and sin- 
cere feeling, sentiment, and humor enable 
him to triumph over physical limitations. 
His voice is sufficient in volume and in 
range for his purposes, but it is not re- 
markable in either respect, nor does it ap- 
peal through sensuous charm; yet he can 
charge it with varying emotional signifi- 
cance, In his interpretation of songs, Mr. 
Schroeder gives rare pleasure through his 
fine phrasing and enunciation, and espe- 
cially through the wide range of character- 
ization he is able to impart to his perform- 
ance the poetic insight he has into the 
deeper meaning of the music he sings, and 
his skiN in presenting that meaning. His 
singing has style and finish, and he will be 
welcomed as a valuable addition to the 
list of singers.,never too large, of real pow- 
ers of interpretation. ; ; 

Whether he is engaged with the simplicity 
of Erk’s ** Das Mihlrad,”’ in the folk song 
character, or the pranks that Beethoven's 
humor played in “ Der Kuss,” or the ten- 
derness and poetic grace of the songs he 
selected from Schumann's “ Dichterliebe,”’ 
he finds and keeps the right strain. Of the 
four songs by Strauss on his programme, 
two were of the less familiar—*‘ Sehnsucht ” 
and “Ach, weh mir, ungliickhaftem 
Mann,.”’ and in the former he reached a 
certain spiritual desolation; in the latter, 
the curious, naive, half-ruefulness, half- 
mirthfulness that Strauss has found such 
apt expression for in his music. Praise is 
also due to his singing of the gther Strauss 
songs, to two of Wolf’s, of which the first, 
“Und willst du deinen Liebsten sterben 
sehen?” has a strain of delicate poesy, and 
the second, ** Der Giirtner,”’ much archness 
and grace, and, finally, of Brahms’s su- 
perb ** Botschaft.”’ In the 
numbers that he sang 
seemed less at home, Yet 
from Graun’s “ Tod Jesu he gave with 
true dramatic intensity of feeling; the 
long and involved scene from Marschner’s 
‘‘“Vampyr” seemed outside the range of 
his art.

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NEW BUILDING ASSURED 
FOR HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Anonymous Gift of $200,000 An- 
nounced Last Night. 


TO BEGIN WORK AT ONCE 


Contracts Signed for First Story of 
Three-Story Building, with Library 
and Museum Facilities. 


A gift of $150,000 in-cash, in addition to 
the cost of the granite for the entire front 
of the proposed new building, was an- 
nounced at the monthly meeting of the 
New York Historical Society last night. 
President Samuel Verplanck Hoffman made 
the announcement before a large gathering 
of members in the old hall of the present 
building, at Second Avenue and Eleventh 
Street. He stated that the cost of the 
granite for the new building, which is to 
be erected on the block fronting Central 
Park West, between Seventy-sixth and 
Seventy-seventh Streets, would be 
$50,000, so that the gift is practically one 
of $200,000. 

The anncuncement makes the long-hoped- 
for permanent home of the society a defi- 
nite possibility. It was greeted with loud 
cheers and handclapping. 
by a man who requested that his name 
be not announced until the completion of 
the first part of the building, and is par- 
ticularly appropriate at this time, when the 
society is preparing to celebrate its centen- 
nial on Noy. 22. 

There will be no further delay in begin- 
ning active work of construction. The con- 
tractor, who was present last night, stated 
that he would start it this morning. This 
was also greeted with loud applause. The 
contract was let last week for the first 
story of the building, which will cost $145,- 
000, and in the presence of the members of 
the society, the contractor and President 
Hoffman signed the contracts, stipulating 
the work to be done, and its cost, This new 
section, when completed, will give the so- 
ciety far more room for its paintings and 
books than is now available, but it is ex- 
pected that by the time the first story is 
completed sufficient funds will be forth- 
coming to continue work, so that the entire 
structure may be finished within a few 
years. 

The’ New York Historical Society has 
owned for a number of years the land on 
which its new home will stand. It has a 
frontage of 204 feet on Central Park West 
and runs back 125 feet on both Seventy- 
sixth and Seventy-seventh Streets. About 
$50,000 has already been expended in mak- 
ing the excavation, and the cornerstone was 
laid a year ago. The new home will con- 
tain stock room for about half a million 
books. Ample provision has been made for 
a large art gallery, and this gallery, with 
the museum, will be open to the public. 
When finished, the building will be three 
stories high, in the Colonial style, orna- 
mented with a row of Ionic columns. 

The New York Historical Society has long 
outgrown its present home, at Second Ave- 
nue and Eleventh Street. The society owns 
the building and the ground, which was oc- 
cupied in 1857. 

Fordham Morris, at the meeting last 
night, presented a resolution, which was 
adopted, calling upon the society to co-op- 
erate with organizations in the Borough of 
the Bronx in securing from the Board of 
Estimate a modification of the street plans 
by which the old Hunt burying ground 
near Hunt’s Point, in which the remains 
of the poet Joseph Rodman Drake are in- 
terred, may be preserved as a public park.

Stricken with Heart Disease Soon 
After He Reached Home. 


JOKINGLY FORECAST HIS END 


Didn’t Trust Life Insurance Premium to 
Mail—Some of the Many Crim- 
inal Cases He Had. 


Emanuel M. Friend, who was one of the 
best-known criminal lawyers in this city, 
cied suddenly at his home, 28 Hamilton 
Terrace, yesterday. “Manny” Friend was 
the way his associates referred to him, 
and he was known all over town as 
** Manny.” 

He went to his office in the Pulitzer 
Zuilding as usual yesterday morning, and 
after attending to a matter for one of his 
clients, called the attention of one of his 
clerks to the fact that there was a payment 
due on his life insurance He signed a 
check for the amount due and asked the 
clerk to take the check to the insurance 
company’s office. The clerk remarked that 
it might be just as well to send the check 
by mail, whereupon Mr. Friend jokingly 
answered: 

‘No, you'd better take it now, 
might drop dead this afternoon.” 

About noon he complained of feeling ill, 
adding that his health had been poor ever 
since he participated in the army manoeu- 
vres at Manassas with his regiment, the 
Fourteenth. He left his cffice and went 
directly to his home and to his bed. His 
wife was about to send fer a physician 
when he became unconscious. He died be- 
fore the family physician arrived. His 
death, it was said, was due to heart dis- 
ease. 

Mr. Friend was born in New York fifty- 
one years ago. His parerts were Bavarians. 
He was cducated in the public schools here, 
and was graduated from the University of 
the City of New York. In 1879 he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and practiced here ever 
after that. As counsel for the New York 
Liquor Dealers’ Association’ and many the- 
atrical companies and ..gencies he won a 
great number of legal batiles, but it was 
while practicing at the criminal bar that he 
gained most of his fame as a lawyer. One 
of the greatest criminal cas2s he handled 
was that of Mrs. Augista Nack, who was 
charged with the murdes of William Gul- 
densuppe. He assisted in acquitting Dr. 
Kennedy, wh) was chargei with the Grand 
Hotel murder, and suceessfully defended 
Maria Barberi, who shot Domenico Cataldo. 
After Police inspector Byrnes hud got a 
conviction agaist Ben Ali, who was re- 
ferred to as “ Fr2achy”’ :n the ‘ Jack-the- 
Ripper’ cases, Lawyer Wriend established 
‘“‘Frenchy’s”’ innocence and secured the 
man’s release from Sing Sing Prison. 

He was one of coainsel for the Police De- 
nartment in the Lexow investigation, and 
later counsel for Police Inspector Mc- 
Taughlin when the latter was charged with 
bribery. In the action brought against Hu- 
ber, the thvatrical manager, by the pugi- 
lists Jeffries and Sharkey for the purpose 
of determining the right to use moving 
pictures without the cons2at of the origi- 
nals, Mr. Friend appeared as counsel for 
the pugilists and got a decision in his fa- 
vor in the Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court. B : s 

Mr. Friend took an active part in poli- 
tics, and at the time of nis death was a 
member of the Tammany Hall General 
Committee. He was also a member of the 
Masonic fraternity, the Odd _ Fellows, 
Knights of Pythias, Elks, B'nai B'rith, Free 
Sons of Israel, and several other societies 
and clubs. He leaves a wife and four chil- 
dren.

Oppe said Daly had explained to 
Smith how he, Oppe, had taken the civil 
service examination in the hope of becoming 
an assistant fireman and how his showing 
was so bad that Oppe felt discouraged. 
Smith told him, he said, not to worry, but 
‘hustle’ around and find $1,000 and he'd 
fix the lists up. On Aug. 18, 1903, he de- 


clared, he wrote to Smith and made an ap- 
pointment to meet the latter in his home 
in the Bronx on Aug. 20. He swears that 
he went there, paid the money, and got the 
following receipt. 


New York, Aug. 20, 1903. 
Received from F. W. Oppe the sum of one 
thousand dollars to be held in trust, and if the 
verbal. agreement is not complied with this 
money to be paid oe upon demand. 
J. J. SMITH, 1,364 Fulton Avenue, the Bronx. 


Oppe declares that he waited for months, 
and, finding that his bad rating remained 
the same, demanded his money back. He got 
no satisfaction, and finally brought the 
pos v9 to the attention of Fire Commission- 

Nicholas J. Hayes. Daly made an affi- 
davit corroborating Oppe in all essential 
s. 


HUNT FOR BOMB MISCREANT. 


Explosion Near Fort Hamilton Damaged
